For A. R. O. and S. O. Records 
By W. P. SNYDER 


work is worried much over how he shall care for and 

feed the cow on test. He reads everything he can 
find in book and paper on how this and that famous cow 
was fed, how much and what mixtures. He is discouraged 
perhaps because he cannot procure hominy feed, dried 
beet pulp, charcoal, gluten feeds, ground oats, brewers 
products and many of the other less common feeds. He 
is also discouraged because he does not have a fine large 
box stall for each cow. All these things have some in- 
fluence but we wonder if their value is not overestimated. 
Anything, that by adding ever so little would make a world 
record, would be worth the cost but beginners usually are 
not making world records. The writer has had the 
supervision of the development of a dairy herd during 
the past several years and is writing only from this 
limited experience. When we began testing, the feeding 
and stalling worried us a lot. The cow was fed every- 
thing we could procure and plenty of it. We secured some 
quite good results but our average was not very satisfac- 
tory. More recently we have followed a more simple 
method. The cows are given good feed and care at all 
times and the conditions and feed changed very little if 
any during even a seven-day test. . 


Our cows are put into a barn and stanchioned only dur- 
ing the time required to milk them. They eat their grain 
and silage while being milked. All the remainder of the 
time day and night, rain or shine, blizzard or balmy they 
are outside in the pasture in summer, or in winter, in the 
corral, where there is a large open shed, an alfalfa stack 
how containing 125 tons of fine hay, and a water tank. 
The shed is well bedded. The doors may be closed during 
a storm that otherwise would drive snow into the shed. 
This occurs only a few times during the winter. At the 
time of calving the cow is put in a box stall for one or 
possibly two days. At all other times she is in the herd. 
Only one cow is being kept in a box stall. When the mer- 
cury was hanging around 25 this winter, I thought it a 
little hard during the verification test for the testers to 
keep an eye on the cow but the herdsman insisted his cow 
had first rights and that any place good enough for his 
cow was good enough for a tester. 


Our dairy grain ration is 4 parts ground corn, 2 parts 
bran, 1 part cotton seed meal, and % part oil meal. This 
is the herd ration, the fitting ration, and the test ration. 
We consider a good cow of more value than a slightly 
higher record without the cow, or with a cow ruined. The 
cow is not fed to the limit on test nor is her grain ration 
reduced below the normal. One pound of grain to three 
and one half pounds or four pounds of milk produced is 
about the average amount fed during short time tests.

Possibly other methods would give higher records. We 
do not have in mind, instructing the expert herdsman, but 
rather to indicate to the beginner and to the average 
breeder that creditable records may be obtained without 
a great amount of extra equipment and special feeds. 


Under this treatment a Jr. 4-year-old heifer has just 
finished a seven-day test with 32.12 pounds of butter, with 
a 30-day record of 131 lbs. Her sister also a Jr. 4, pro- 
duced 31.48 pounds of butter in seven-days. Within the 
past month a Sr. 4 produced 31.382 pounds of butter in 
seven days. A Jr. 3 produced 28.81 pounds of butter, a 
Sr. 2, 23.99 pounds, and a Jr. 2, 23.382 pounds in seven days 
under these conditions. In the herd handled in this 
manner the seven-day record of all the mature cows In 
the herd, 10 in number, averages above 30 pounds of 
butter. There are 7 cows and heifers all above 31 pounds 
and averaging 33 pounds of butter in seven days. There 
are 4 cows that within the past year have produced above 
1025 pounds of butter each and an average of 1100 pounds. 
A fifth cow produced 944 pounds of butter and a sixth 943 
pounds in the year. A Sr. 2, 880 pounds of butter in 365 
days. 

The 14 cows and heifers which finished yearly lacta- 
tion periods in 1924, at the average freshening date of 
3 years, 6 months and 20 days, counting mature cows as 
5 years old, produced an average of 17,896 pounds of milk 
and 825 pounds of butter. 

Among Nebraska’s cows now living this herd holds 
first and second places in butter production as follows:

We are aware that other herds have produced higher 
records and also that many pampered herds have not done 
as well. If the special testing barn and the special feeds 
are very necessary then this herd must contain better 
cows than we have thought. 


The herd is built on four sisters purchased as yearlings 
in Michigan. There are now only two cows that were not 
bred and born on ‘this farm. ‘There are forty-nine females 
of all ages. All but thirteen trace directly to our first herd 
sire. He was bred by the University of Nebraska at the 
main station at Lincoln, Nebraska. Of five mature cows

now in the University of Nebraska North Platte Sub- 
station herd sired by this bull, four have a combined 
yearly production record of more than 1025 pounds of 
butter. The second sire, King Piebe Pontiac Segis, left 
only three daughters now in the herd, with others in the 
other University of Nebraska herds. One is a 5-year-old 
cow lacking but a fraction of a pound of being a 40-pound 
cow, and with 30 days to go, promises to finish the year 
with 1000 pounds of fat. Another is a Sr. 4 with a 7-day 
record of 31.32 pounds of butter and the third a Jr. 3 with 
a 7-day record of 28.81 pounds. 


The third bull, Varsity Derby Matador, was bred and 
is owned by the University of Nebraska. His 10 first 
daughters to freshen have an average 7-day production as 
2-year-olds of 19.31 pounds of butter. One of these gave 
19,410 pounds of milk and 880.97 pounds of butter in 365 
days as a Sr. 2-year-old. His oldest heifers are now fresh- 
ening as Jr. 4-year-olds. One has produced 32.12 pounds 
and another 31.48 pounds of butter in 7 days. 

Our junior herd sire is also a University of Nebraska 


bred bull, Varsity Piebe La Vertex. His daughters are 
now freshening as Jr. 2-year-olds. One has produced in 
7 days 23.33 pounds of butter, another 22.02 and the third 
21.08 pounds. 

The cows are large, straight lined and have square, 
well balanced udders. On the January 1925 weight card 
I note a cow weighing 1,950. A good judge of weights 
probably would select her as the largest cow in looking 
over the herd. The ordinary person would not be able 
to pick her out. There are no sloping rumps or badly 
balanced udders. No tuberculosis and no abortion. 

The University of Nebraska North Platte Substation 
herd is a group of large handsome, heavy producing cows, 
the result, in part, of careful breeding, but also to a large 
degree, the result of a natural life with the maximum of 
freedom and comfort and with the full limit of Nebraska’s 
fresh air, sunshine, and alfalfa. We believe this herd 
demonstrates that creditable A. R. O. and S. O. work can 
be done without the expensive test barn and fancy feeds.

Sir Johanna Fayne Springs a Surprise 


More S. O. Daughters Than Any Other Sire That Ever Lived 
By Wm. A. PRESCOTT 


N THE mind of the average Holstein breeder, I imagine 
] that Sir Johanna Fayne has ranked simply as a “real 
good” sire, but with nothing particularly sensational 
about him. During his years of service at Iowana Farms, 
Davenport, Iowa, his owners in a modest sincere way, 
have been advertising his good qualities so that those that 
really wanted to know might learn that every year has 
brought good additions to his very creditable list of daugh- 
ters—that every year a few more show ring honors have 
fallen to his descendants. No blast of trumpets has ever 
proclaimed him from the housestops as “The Greatest 
Sire” or “The Only Sire.’ Close students of the breed, 
however, have been watching with interest the steady con- 
sistent growth of his list of daughters, the fine work of 
his sons not only at Iowana Farms but in other good herds 
all over the country, and the ever increasing string of 
prize winnings of his descendants at leading shows. 
Perhaps some of us were surprised and some were 
not, when Vol. 35 of the Blue Book came out and showed 
that Sir Johanna Fayne has more semi-officially tested 
daughters surpassing present-day Advanced Registry re- 
quirements than any other sire that ever lived. During 
the year 1923-24 he crept past the two leaders, Sir Pieter- 
tie Ormsby Mercedes and King Pontiac Champion, each 
of which is listed with 65 S. O. daughters, and took the 
lead with 66, another since being added to his list, bring- 
ing the total for Sir Johanna Fayne to 67 S. O. daughters. 
Since the beginning of the present official year, a 709- 
lb. junior two-year-old daughter of Sir Johanna Fayne has 
completed a 1000-lb. record, giving him three 1000-Ib. 
daughters. Two of his 800-lb. heifer daughters very 
closely approached the 1000-Ib. mark in the last few weeks, 
one making 984 lbs. and the other 965 Ibs. A 586-Ib. two- 
year-old has just raised her record to 897 Ibs. and an 841- 
lb. cow has jumped to 893 Ibs. This makes him in all 
twenty daughters above 800 Ibs. butter, of which seven 
have better than 900 Ibs. and three better than 1,000 Ibs. 
Of his 67 S. O. daughters, 23 or just over one-third of 
the entire number produced over 20,000 Ibs. milk. Only 








Ormsby Korndyke Lad has a greater number of 20,000-lb. 
daughters than this, and Sir Johanna Fayne ties Sir Piet- 
ertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th for second place, each having 
23 20,000-lb. daughters. 

The entire list of‘67 S. O. daughters of Sir Johanna 
Fayne have records averaging 707.16 lbs. butter from 
17,816.6 lbs. milk, with an average test of 3.3 per cent. 
Nine of these records were made for periods of 305 days 
or less, over 40 of them are in heifer form and practically 
all of them were made on three of even two times a day 
milking, under just good ordinary dairy conditions, with- 
out forcing. This is not claimed as a world-beating aver- 
age, but I believe that taking into consideration the 
manner in which the records were made, this average 
shows that the daughters of Sir Johanna Fayne, taking 
them just as they run are good profitable producers. 

Good transmitting sons of Sir Johanna Fayne are in 
service in various great herds. One of the most famous 
of these is Ollie Johanna Sir Fayne, who died in 1923 after 
nearly fifteen years of service in numerous herds, includ- 
ing a short period of service with Carnation Milk Farms. 
He was purchased in the August Knospe Dispersal of 1912 
by Iowana Farms and headed their show herd the follow- 
ing year, winning grand championships at five state and 
inter-state shows and standing second to Paul Calamo 
Korndyke at the National. While with the Carnation 
people, he won third in the wonderful aged bull class at 
the Panama-Pacific Exposition, and sired several heifers 
that has since won fame as producers, three of them hav- 
ing 1,000-Ib. records all three with milk records from 
26,000 to more than 30,000 lbs. He also has five daugh- 
ters with records from 30 to 39 Ibs. 

Another son now in service at Rock River Farms is 
Iowana Star Watson Fayne, whose only daughter appear- 
ing in the latest Blue Book is a 35-lb. cow, who has since, 
we understand, made an 1,100-Ib. record. Then there is 
Iowana James Fayne, who was retained for service at 
Iowana Farms, and whose first daughter tested made a

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Revised Rules and Classes For National 


ECRETARY Skinner sends us the following sum- 
mary of changes in the classification for the 1925 
National: 


The Classification Committee of the National Dairy 
Association met on February 18th to review the prize 
list and rules for the 1925 National Dairy Exposition. 
Chairman H. H. Kildee of the committee had written to 
84 exhibitors who had entered either an: exhibitor’s herd 
or a get of sire group at the 1923 and 1924 Expositions. 
From these letters he received suggestions of changes 
from 28 of the leading dairy cattle breeders and exhibitors 
of the country, which suggestions were considered in 
detail by the committee. 


The Executive Committee of the Association at its 
meeting on February 20th adopted the report of the Clas- 
sification Committee as summarized below and _ these 
changes will prevail at the 1925 Exposition: 


Animals must be entered in single classes in order to be 
eligible for groups, except in the get of sire and produce of 
dam classes. 

One member of a partnership may show an animal in his 
own name, but the facts of the partnership must be stated at 
time of entry, and the animal must appear in the same part- 
owner’s name through all classes wherein entered. 

Judging of aged cows in all breeds will begin at 1:00 p. m., 
followed by other milking classes, and milking out must be 
_ not earlier than 12:00 midnight preceding the judging 
ay. 

Animals not from accredited herds are required to be tuber- 
_ tested within ninety days of the opening of the Exposi- 
tion. 

Requirements for the State Herd class remain the same as 
in 1924 but the following sliding scale of prizes was provided: 

If one herd appears, prize of $75. 

If two herds appear, prizes of $100- 75. 

If three herds appear, prizes of $125-100-75. 

If four herds appear, prizes of $150-120-100-75. 

And the regular prizes for five or more herds. 

In order to encourage home breeding of dairy cattle, it was 
decided to double the present first prize money, if winning ani- 
mals are bred by exhibitor, in all the single bull classes and 
in all the single female classes except in the three classes for 
heifers under two years old (which are already restricted to 
breeders only). In the class for Advanced Registry cow and 
two of her progeny, it was decided to double first prize money 
if the winning cow and progeny are all bred by the exhibitor. 

In the get of sire class the classification was amended to 
require that not more than two of the four animals making up 
the group may be bulls. Consideration was given to the classi- 
fication for cows having official yearly records and many sug- 
gested changes were discussed but it was decided to make no 
change in the requirements. — 

Recommendation was made to the Executive Committee of 
the Association that steps be taken to emphasize the impor- 
tance of the get of sire and breeder’s young herd classes and 
to increase the prizes for these classes. 

Recommendation was made that there be one official judge 
for each breed with full authority and responsibility for the 
awards but that there also be an associate judge for each 
breed who is to act only as a consultant when called upon by 
the official judge. 
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We believe the foregoing changes in classification will 
meet with general approval. The change relating to the 
State Herd class was needed particularly to correct a 
rule that, in the past, has caused much dissatisfaction. 
This was the regulation declaring no contest if there were 
less than five herds shown. As it has worked out, on 
several occasions state herds have come from a distance 
upon the assurance of the management that the contest 
would be filled and the money paid, and then through the 
default of some other state that had entered it would be 
found that there were less than five herds in competition 
and the management of the National in those cases have 
taken the position that they were not authorized to pay 
out the premium money to the herds there and ready to 
compete. This has often proved very embarassing to the 
financial arrangements of breeders coming from a dis- 
tance, who had been depending upon the state herd prize 
money to help them defray their expenses. 


Breeders also will approve generally of the encourage- 
ment offered under the new regulation for the showing of 
animals bred by the exhibitor. It will be noted that in 
such cases the first prize awarded is to be doubled except 
in the three classes for heifers under two years old, which, 
for some years past, have been restricted to breeders only. 
The regulation in regard to the showing of partnership 
animals in the name of any one member of a partnership 
is another step in the right direction that will eliminate 
a factor that has been confusing and unpopular in the 
past. 

Another good change is that relating ro the time in 
which milking females must be milked out preceding the 
judging. The old rule provided that they must be milked 
out not later than 5 p. m. of the day preceding. The new 
rule, it will be noted, provides that the judging of milk- 
ing classes will be scheduled to begin at one p. m. and 
that all animals must be milked out not later than 12 mid- 
night preceding the judging day. If properly enforced, 
this rule will do away with excessive bagging that has 
often resulted in injury to the animal in years past. 

Quite a wide difference of opinion exists among breed- 
ers in regard to the proper classification for get of sire. 
In the past, there has been no regulation as to the age 
or sex of the four animals shown. The new regulation 
makes no requirements as to the age of the animals shown 
but provides that not more than two of the four animals 
making up the group may be bulls. Just how this change 
will improve this class or adds to its value we are unable 
to see. Certainly it will not materially affect the problem 
of the judge in comparing groups of different ages and 
made up of different combinations of sexes and it is an 
open question if a bull that is especially strong in produc- 
ing the right kind of sons is not as important a factor in 
breed improvement as one that is able to make a better 
showing through his daughters. One of the most out- 
standing groups ever shown in the get of sire class was 
made up of four sons of Oak De Kol Ollie Homestead that 
won first prize in this class at the 1917 National and one 
of those sons, Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King, has 
since produced two blue ribbon groups in the get of sire 
class at the National. The All-American get of sire of 
1924 was composed of three bulls and one young cow. 
Certainly as a breed we are not blessed with an over 
abundance of good bulls as compared with good females 
and we cannot quite grasp the importance and desirability 
of putting a limit upon the number of bulls to be included 
in the get of sire groups. Doubtless the committee had 
reasons which appeared sufficient in making the change 
and breeders will watch with interest the way it works 
out in actual operation. 


We note the matter of classification for cows having 
official yearly records was discussed but that it was de- 
cided to make no change in requirements. This means 
another year’s operation under the plan inaugurated last 
year by which cows and heifers were eligible that had 
exceeded by 50% or more the requirements for admission 
in the Advanced Register or Register of Merit. They 
were then divided into two classes—four years and over 
and under four years, the age being figured in the usual 
way as for the open classes rather than the age at which 
the record was made. 

For some years prior to last year, the Ayrshire, Brown 
Swiss and Holstein classifications were figured on the 
basis of scoring for conformation by means of the breed 
score card and adding to this credit one point for each 
twenty pounds of butterfat by which the animal exceeded 
the requirements for her age and the class in which she 
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was shown was determined by the age at which she made 
her record rather than the age at time of showing. In 
the Jersey and Guernsey classifications, cows having offi- 
cial yearly records were judged on conformation only, but 
only cows having records above 600 Ibs. butterfat in a year 
were eligible to compete or, in the case of heifers, they 
must have produced at least one and two-thirds times the 
amount required for their admission to the Advanced 
Registry. 

The objection to the old system so far as the Holstein 
classifications were concerned was that the official credits 
for production were not determined in advance and it was 
not possible, therefore, to line up the cows in the ring in 
the order of their final awards for combined type and pro- 
duction. This resulted in a loss of the principal educa- 
tional value of the class. It has been suggested that it 
might be possible to secure from the Advanced Registry 
offices of the dairy breed associations the official credit 
for production in advance of the show so that they could 
be published in the catalog of entries, and thus, when 
the scoring of the animals in the ring was completed, 
they could be arranged in the order of the final awards, 
emphazing the lessons which these classes are supposed 
to carry. 

The regulations which are now in force and which will 
be continued for 1925 means practically a rejudging of 
the milking classes with the untested animals eliminated. 
Under that system, the placing of the Adanced Registry 
classes becomes quite largely a matter of routine. We 
believe the classes would be improved by going back to 
the old system providing an arrangement with the breed 
associations could be made so that the final awards could 
be completed while the animals were still in the ring. We 
do not know what arguments were brought out in discuss- 
ing the various plans at the conference in Chicago, but we 
do know that there has been a great deal of criticism of 
the plan they are continuing. We hope that the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America will give some considera- 
tion to this problem looking toward the development of 
the best possible system for the judging of Advanced 
Registry classes, and which could go out as a suggestion 
or recommendation to govern Holstein awards participat- 
ing in our grants of prize money.

O of Lyons Sarcastic Korndyke 605517, the new world’s 

champion junior four-year-old in the ten months’ 
division. As a somewhat detailed story of her per- 
formance appeared as a feature article in our issue of 
January 17, we will not repeat them here except to say 
that in setting a new record of 1,068.60 Ibs. butter, 24,062.3 
Ibs. milk, Lyons Sarcastic Korndyke takes the world’s 
championship for butter production in this class which 
has been held by Bess Johanna Ormsby since 1919. It 
should also be stated that the new champion and her 
dam are the only mother and daughter each with over 
1000 lbs. butter to her credit in the ten months’ division 
and they hold the world’s record for mother and daugh- 
ter for this period. The dam, Charlotte Lyons Korndyke 
306679, has a ten months’ record of 1,032.81 Ibs. butter, 
21,323.4 Ibs. milk. Lyons Sarcastic Korndyke also broke 
the world’s ten months’ record as a junior three-year-old 
and while she is not being continued on test. at this 
freshening, is to be pointed for another great record next 
time.. Her monthly production has been announced by 
Supt.

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Medill McCormick 


The morning papers of February 26 carried the sad 
news of the sudden death in Washington of U. S. Senator 
Medill McCormick. Doctors disagreed as to the cause of 
his death, one physician attributing it to a gastric hemor- 
rhage, while the city coroner gave a verdict of dilation of 
the heart. He was alone in his apartment when the end 
came. Before entering upon his career of public life, 
Senator McCormick was publisher and managing editor 
of the Chicago Tribune. In 1912, he served as vice-chair- 
man of the Progressive Party National Committee, which 
carried the Roosevelt banner through the famous Bull 
Moose campaign. For the past eight years, he has served 
as U. S. Senator and as representative at large from 
Illinois. He was a thinker and a doer, independent in his 
views and always ready to fight for his convictions. His 
opposition to the entry of this country into the League 
of Nations was one of the most potent factors in shaping 
the course of the United States in that matter. The 














budget system in our Federal Government is another 
monument to his achievement. The project for a Lakes- 
to-Gulf deep waterway was also very close to his heart. 

Senator McCormick was a member of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America through his Rock River 
Farms at Byron, Illinois, and he had a deep interest in 
the farm and herd, which is one of the best known and 
most successful breeding institutions. His interest in 
general breed progress was shown in many ways, among 
which we might mention the $1,000 prize which he offered 
for a county herd contest at the Central States Exposition 
last year. 

Senator McCormick was 47 years old. He is survived 
by his wife, Ruth Hanna McCormick, who was in Chicago 
at the time of his death. Mrs. McCormick, who is recog- 
nized as one of the ablest women in this country, also 
takes a keen interest in the Holstein-Friesian herd at 
Rock River Farms and in the certified milk production for 
which this farm is likewise famous. She is an individual 
member of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America 
and has served as a delegate from Illinois to our annual 
conventions. While no announcement has been made, 
we assume that the untimely death of Senator. McCormick 
will not occasion any change in the well laid plans for 
the development of Rock River Farms Holsteins. 

In the: death of Medill McCormick, the-nation has lost 
one of its foremost statesman and the Holstein-Friesian 
industry a real friend and advocate.

So you see that although only one 
of her five records was over 1000 Ibs. 
butter, the five averaged very close 
to 1000 Ibs. and over 22,000 Ibs. milk. 


She also made three seven-day rec- 
ords from 31 to 34 lbs. 

In just a few weeks, you will hear 
about a full sister to Aaggie Wayne 
Peep that less than a year later made 
1287 lbs. butter. Although this was 
going on eight years ago this is still 
the only pair of full sisters each pro- 
ducing over 1000 lbs. fat in a year. 

Another sister to Aaggie Wayne 
Peep by the same sire was Ona Cloth- 
ilde Wayne, who was 7 
this series of Dairy Queens, with a 
record of 1266.65 Ibs. butter. The 
sire of all these big producers was 
Aaggie 3d’s Wayne’s Paul De Kol, 
who was the first sire to have three 
daughters above 1000 lbs. fat. He 
was a great bull but nobody knew it 
until too late and he was killed for 


mbeef before his daughters began to 


make their records. As a result, he 
thas less than twenty daughters that 
have ever been tested. What a loss 
to the breed! 

» Aaggie Wayne Peep has four tested 
sdaughters. One made 21 Ibs. as a two- 
year-old. Two others tested as four- 
year-olds made 26 and 29 lbs., and the 
fourth made 602 ibs. in 305 days as 
a junior three-year-old, while the first 
three all have year records from 700 
to 800 Ibs. She also has three good 
proven sons. 














THE STORY OF MY CALF, BILLIE 
BURK 

(In our issue of February 21, we 

published, on the Junior Page, a pic- 

ture of Waildo Krieger and his good 


calf. We are now pleased to present 
to our Junior readers a_ story of 
Waldo’s experiences with his calf. 


This story is very interesting and is 
the first time we have had the pleas- 


ure of a letter from Arizona, where — 


Waldo lives.) 

I joined the calf club because I had 
always wanted a good calf. I have 
a cow and two heifers, one a year old 
and the other two years old, but they 
are scrubs and I did not take much 
interest in them. I have always 
wanted a herd of registered cows. 

Mr. R. N. Davis, of the University 
of Arizona, found my calf and told 
Mr. Ballantyne, the Assistant Club 
Leader, who was coming up to Phoe- 
nix. Mr. Ballantyne came out one 
day about the last of February and 
told me about the calf and told me 
she was a. dandy. In about a week I 
sent the money, which was about fifty 
dollars, and I felt that I got her 
cheap, to Mr. Arend at Cortaro, Ari- 
zona, this side of Tuscon. 
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The way my father feeds is about 
a quart of whole milk, no grain, no 
hay, nothing but milk and green 
grass. When I started in the calf 
club I fed his calves some grain. 

I bought a Holstein-Friesian heifer 
calf, because they give a large flow 
of milk and you can fatten them fair- 
ly good. 

I fed two gallons of whole milk be- 
cause it is easier to start an animal 
off right. After she was started. off 
right I fed her almost all the separ- 
ated milk she could drink. I sent to 
the University for some good. hal- 
anced rations and they sent me the 
one which I used and two others. The 
one I used is four parts cracked corn, 
two parts bran, and one part linseed 
oil meal. My calf grew much to the 
eyes of others but not to mine because 
I was with her all day. Every time 
I saw the crate she came in I could 
see her grow. I weighed her at the 
first of the club on two pair of cotton 
scales and she weighed two hundred 
and five pounds. The last of the club 
I weighed her on the scales at the 
Southwest Feed and Seed Company at 
Glendale and she weighed six hundred 
pounds five days after the club had 
closed. I took her and my sow in a 
little trailer. 

My calf never had any sickness. 
She had lice and ticks. I washed her 
in water with too much sheepdip and 
her hair all came off and she sun- 
burned so I had to keep her tied up 
in the shade in the day time. She 
had ticks in her ears. I put melted 
lard and Wesson oil in her ears but 
it did no good. From then on I dug 
them out with my fingers. I think 
feeding out to be done like the club 
work is done. 

The last of August I put my calf in 
a little shady pen and fed her hay. 
I brushed and combed her every night 
and morning. The first of October I 
blanketed her with a gunny sack 
blanket. I have not exhibited her at 
any fair but I am to the State Fair in 
November. I intend to keep my calf 
for a milk cow. 

My club work has helped me in 
many ways. I have become acquaint- 
ed with exhibits of both hogs and cat- 
tle. I have learned how to judge, 
how to pick out a good animal, how 
to keep records, what to feed, how to 
get ready for the fair and how to 
exhibit and greatest of all it has 
helped me to get a start. 

Our club is the Alhambra Calf Club 
and we have three members. The 
other two have Guernsey heifer calves 
and I a Holstein-Friesian. Our club 
leader is Mr. Fountain, Wayne and 
Morris Fountain’s father. We went 
over to the Tempe Normal grounds 
and judged the cows, heifers and hogs 
which they had there. Wayne took

1,692 Ibs. of milk and 87.5 Ibs. of but- 
terfat. Of the ten high cows seven 
were purebred or grade Holsteins, 
two were purebred Guernseys and 
one was a purebred Jersey. 

The average production for all cows 
for the month including 1,193 dry 
cows was 526 lbs. of milk and 21.6 
Ibs. of butterfat. The high average 
association in butterfat was the Rock- 
ingham Association with an average 
production of 536 lbs. of milk and 
26.1 Ibs. of butterfat. The Prince Wil- 
liam C. T. A. had high honors in milk 
with an average production for its 
552 cows, including 82 dry cows, of 
679 Ibs. of milk and 25.2 Ibs. of but- 
terfat. 

There was a heavy consignment to 
the butcher during January, 143 cows 
being sold as unprofitable. During 
the month nine purebred cows and 
two purebred bulls were purchased.

MOVING AHEAD AT WINTER- 
THUR FARMS 


It was recently our privilege to 
spend a very pleasant half-day at 
Winterthur Farms, Winterthur, Dela- 
ware, under the capable direction of 
J. R. Danks. We found the herd in 
excellent shape and showing. sub- 
stantial progress and improvement 
since our last visit there some years 
ago. The main dairy barn is now 
nearly filled with two and three-year- 
old heifers, representing for the most 
part several generations of Winter- 
thur breeding, and they are a real 
credit to the efforts of Mr. du Pont, 
ably assisted by Mr. Danks and the 
other members of the farm organiza- 
tion in building up a clean high-pro- 
ducing herd of creditable individuals. 
They are running about fifty-five head 
on long-time test. Chief interest 
centered, of course, in the work of 
Bess Johanna Ormsby, who is now on 
the way to her fifth consecutive yearly 
record above 1,000 lbs. butter. In 193 
days, she has to her credit.in this 
lactation 700.6 lbs. butter with 12,234 
lbs. milk and as she is still running 
right around 100 Ibs. butter a month 
she may go above the 1,000-lb. mark 
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in ten months for the fourth time. 
Certainly she will substantially in- 
crease that figure before the test is 
completed. It will be remembered 
that she started out this lactation 
with a 43-lb. 7-day butter record, her 
third performance above 40 Ibs., but 
her yearly production has been con- 
siderably cut down from the fact that 
she suffered a severe heat stroke dur- 
ing the past summer and for a time 
it was feared it might be necessary to 
take her off test entirely. Her great 
constitution stood her in good stead, 
however, and she came back with the 
production mentioned. She is safely 
in calf again to King of the Ormsbys, 
having been bred on November 6. 
This combination of mating full 
brother and sister where they repre- 
sent the desirable characteristics to 
be found in both these animals seems 
to be a fortunate nick in breeding as 
so well exemplified in Winterthur 
Bess Ormsby Boast, one of the senior 
herd sires at Winterthur Farms, and 
in her last calf, her only daughter, a 
very promising youngster. Among 
the other sons of Bess Johanna 
Ormsby at Winterthur Farms, we 
were much impressed with the 
quality 
Donsegis, who was sired by Sir Inka 
Prilly Segis. He comes close to being 
a show bull, although perhaps not 
showing quite the dairy quality that 
is to be found in her oldest son, Win- 
terthur Bess Ormsby Boast. He will 
do well if he proves to be as success- 
ful as a sire, eight of the first nine 
daughters of Boast to be tested mak- 
ing over 20 lbs. in 7 days as two-year- 
olds and are now doing proportion- 
ately well in their long-time work. A 
younger son, Winterthur Bess Orms- 
by Eona, sired by a bull of Ona- 
Maple Crest breeding, at this time 
seemed to lack somewhat in the 
quality represented by the other sons 
of this famous producer at Winter- 
thur. We were also very favorably 
impressed with Winterthur Bess 
Burke Best, the son of King of the 
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SPRING BROOK BESS BURKE 2D 
The great foundation dam around which Col. du Pont is shaping his breed- 
ing operations at Winterthur Farms. 








of Winterthur Bess Ormsby - 
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Ormsbys and Spring Brook Bégg 
Burke 2d. This bull is rather more on 
the blocky crder than Boast but 
would make a good appearance ip 
almost any show ring and is likewise 
proving to be a successful sire of both 
type and production. With Boast, he 
is carrying the heaviest part of the 
load at the main farm. King of the 
Ormsbys shows some signs of his ad- 
vanced years but is without doubt the 
best individual son of Spring Brook 
Bess Burke 2d. They are hoping for 
a year or two of additional service 
from him. They are also using some. 
what, two sons of Boast, of Jemima 
breeding, secured as an outcross on 
the intense Bess Burke-Ormsby com- 
bination that they are putting to- 
gether in their breeding operations. 
We did not Winterthur King 
Ormsby <Accrue, the son of King of 
the Ormsbys that has headed the 
Winterthur show herd for a number 
of years past, he being in service on 
one of the outlying farms. 

The Winterthur people have been 
very successful in developing in Wil- 
mington a market for special Holstein 
milk. They are now on their fourth 
year in this special market and each 
month from the beginning has shown 
a consistent increase over the corre- 
sponding month of the year previous. 
It is not a certified product but is 
produced under conditions compar- 
able to certified milk, and commands 
a price equal to that usually paid for 
certified quality. 

A visit to Winterthur Farms is a 
real treat and doubtless many Hol- 
stein enthusiasts will take advantage 
of the opportunity of visiting it at the 
time of the forthcoming Brentwood 
Sale, the farms being very accessible 
to Philadelphia. M. 8S. P.

The testers reported that with the 
present high prices of feed no medio- 
cre cow could pay her feed bill and 
that only those cows considerably 
above the average were showing any 
profit. It was felt that the yearly 
milk and feed records on the three 
thousand or more cows are not only 
revealing the very best and poorest 
milkers, but these records are afford- 
ing splendid evidence of the compara- 
tive values of certain feeds when used 
under average farm conditions. The 
“checking up” of the worth of the 
bulls used by the members was also 
considered to be one of the valuable 
functions of the association. 


A study of figures submitted by 
Professor Button and Mr. Ball fur- 
nished those present with detailed in- 
formation regarding the extent to 
which daily milk samples vary with 
monthly composite samples. It was 
shown that while a cow’s test varies 
only slightly from year to year and 
over a long period of time, the one 
day test each month cannot be ex- 
pected to coincide with every com- 
posite test made for a fifteen or thirty 
day period. 

In the discussion the association 
tester was considered to be a right 
hand man to the county agent in his 
effort to carry out a dairy program 
suited to the county’s needs. Oft- 
times a testing association will un- 
cover problems that were not known 
to exist prior to the formation of the 
association. In the discussion of rec- 
ords it was agreed that less than 
yearly records mean very little to the 
herd owner or to the man who studies 
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thenr to ascertain the value of certain 
practices.

FARM PRICES DOWN, 
WAGES STILL HIGH 





Dr. G. F. Warren, Economist at Cor- 
nell Holds Out Hope in Immediate 
Future For Values of Particular 
Products 


Ithaca, N. Y.—Dr. G. F. Warren, in 
his second Farmers’ Week lecture on 
prices, pointed out that prices paid 
to farmers have dropped to nearly pre- 
war level, while union wage rates are 
nearly double those previous to the 
war. This always happens during a 
period of falling prices, and it is the 
farmer who suffers. 


The city people, most of them wage- 
earners, want the best of everything. 
This seriously affects the farmer, be- 
cause a demand is set up for fancy 
stuff which brings fancy prices and 
the demand for the commoner staples 
drop off. The lucky farmer is the 
one producing those products which 
normally are considered luxuries. In 
time, however, these industries will 
over-expand and prices will return to 
normal. 

The individual farm product prices 
tend to correspond to the general 
price level of all commodities. They 
fluctuate above and below it, but they 
stick pretty close to its general trend. 
At the present time there is an ex- 
ceedingly bright outlook for the prices 
of farm products, according to Dr. 
Warren. Wheat and corn are short, 
prices of hogs are rising, and busi- 
ness in general is picking up.

The contest was to estimate the total yearly production 
of four members of the Winterthur Farms herd ‘that were 
led out for inspection. Of the 175 breeders participating 
in the contest, Willard Cloud, of Kennett Square, Dela- 
ware, was the winner, his estimate coming but two hun- 
dred pounds out of the way. The four heifers shown had 
a total production amounting to 69,800 lbs. Following the 
judging, those attending were guests of Winterthur Farms 
at a dinner served in the farm club house and here the 
meeting was held with President Harry B. Clark, of 
Kenton, Delaware, presiding. Addresses were made by 
Miss M. E. Barger of the Interstate Milk Producers’ Assgo- 
ciation, Philadelphia, she giving an illustrated lecture on 
dairying in foreign lands, and an address by H. E. Robert- 
son, York, Pennsylvania, on retailing Holstein milk. Mr. 
Robertson has been particularly successful in his own 
town along this line. J. R. Danks was endorsed as the 
delegate from Delaware to the annual convention of the 
National Association at Grand Rapids. Figures were pre- 
sented showing that about 75 per cent of all the purebred 
dairy cattle in the state of Delaware are Holstein-Frie- 
sians and it is interesting to note that 95 per cent of the 
Holstein-Friesian owners of the state are members of the 
state association. 








Records of the United States Department of Agriculture 
show that of 10,160 farmers’ business organizations re- 
porting under date of March, 1924, there were 3,134 grain 
organizations, 1,966. associations handling dairy products, 
1,598 handling livestock, and 1,232 fruit and vegetable 
organizations. Most of the grain growers’ organizations 
are in the West North Central States, most of the dairy 
organizations and livestock associations in both the Hast 
North Central and West North Central States, and most 
of the organizations of fruit and vegetable growers in the 
Pacific Coast States. Organizations of fruit and vegetable 
growers are more widely distributed over the United 
States than those for any other commodity.

30-lb. record, averaging 92.5 lbs. milk 
a day for thirty days and following 
this with an 1,100-lb. year record from 
over 28,000 lbs. milk. This last bull, 
by the way, is an inbred son of his 
sire. 

Another inbred son is Iowana Burke 
Fayne, who was junior champion at 
Waterloo in 1917 and who has a 
daughter that has just made a 25-Ib. 
record as a first calf junior three- 
year-old. Other sons include Iowana 
Colantha Burke Fayne, a prize winner 
as a calf at the National, and who 
later made quite a showing at the 
head of the Daisy Hill herd. Many 
younger sons are still to be heard 
from, being in service in large herds. 

Mention has been made of the show 
ring winnings of the Sir Johanna 
Fayne offspring. This may be summed 
up in a statement furnished by 
Iowana Farms that 26 of his sons and 
daughters have been prize winners at 
State and National shows, which 
gives some idea of the high average 
quality of his get. In the get of sire 
class, his offspring won first at four 
State Fairs in:1913 and at Waterloo

He later headed the 
August Knospe herd at Juneau, Wis., 
where he played an important part 
in the development of one of the best 
branches of the Homesteads. As 
stated, he was purchased by Col.

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True Type Models Proving Value 


The wide and intensive use made 
in 1924 of the 100 pairs of quarter 
life-size metal models of the true 
type Holstein-Friesian cow and bull 
distributed and sold by the Pxtension 
Service indicates that an earnest and 
effective effort is being made by 
preeders, judges and educators to 
stress the definite and intimate rela- 
tionship which exists between form 
and function in dairy animals. At 
many shows the judges utilized the 
models to excellent advantage in 
demonstrating the reasons for making 
placings in the ring. 

Seven pairs of the metal models 
were retained by the Extension Serv- 
ice for exhibit purposes of that de- 
partment and for loaning to others 
engaged in the development of better 
dairying through the improvement of 
the dairy cow. They were used on 
64 different occasions varying in dur- 
ation from one day to three months. 
These events included purebred bull 
campaigns, fairs and shows, dairy 
meetings and picnics, milk campaigns, 
purebred sire trains, window displays 
in banks and other business and pub- 
lic places. They were made the basis 
for exhibits by the Extension Service 
at the four leading dairy shows and 
at several food shows. They were 
also used by several state Holstein 
associations for state fair exhibits. 
Secretaries of state Holstein associa- 
tions also placed them on exhibition 


at a number of county and district 
fairs. 

Seven sets were presented to insti- 
tutions and organizations highly in- 
strumental and deeply interested in 
breed improvement. One pair of this 
number was donated to the United 
States Department of Agriculture and 
was accepted in May, 1924, by the 
late Henry C. Wallace in the name 
of that department. 

A pair of the models was also re- 
tained for exhibition in the Secre- 
tary’s office and another is in the of- 
fice of the Superintendent of Ad- 
vanced Registry. 

Twenty-four sets were sold outright 
to individuals and dairy concerns 
directly interested in the advance- 
ment of the breed. 

The remaining sixty sets were 
loaned to agricultural colleges and 
other institutions for an indefinite 
period. Reports on their use indicate 
that each institution is highly appre- 
ciative of the big help these models 
afford in their educational work. 


Summary of 49 Institutions 


A summary of the reports received 
from: 49 colleges and institutions ex- 
plains some of the many uses made 
of the models while in their hands, 
aside from their use in regular class 
room work:

EXHIBIT BOOTHS TELL STORY AT 
EASTERN FAIRS 

Enclosed is a snapshot of my Hol- 
stein Booth at York Fair, York, Pa. 
One hundred and twelve thousand 
people attended this Fair on Thurs- 
day, the big day. I have erected ex- 
hibits at eleven Fairs this year and 
have tried to sell the idea of Holsteins 
and Holstein milk. 

The picture of the child in the 
booth at the left is the son of a prom- 
inent family in York. He was raised 
exclusively on Robertson’s Holstein 
milk and is very healthy and good 
looking. The printing around him so 
There are numerous others bearing 
states, and that Holstein milk is near- 
est mother’s milk. 

The posters around the booth bear 
the wording: Holstein Milk, Best For 
Babies—Best for You, and these post- 
ers are printed in several colors. 
There are numerous others, bearing 
the picture of a baby, tacked up 
throughout the barns which are also 
trimmed with bunting, and four hand- 
some three-color signs advertising 
Holstein milk, size five feet by three 
feet. 

The two booths, one on each side 
of the entrance to the barn are five 
feet by eight feet, containing the True 
Type Models, samples of literature 
put out by our Extension Department, 
and copies of Holstein-Friesian Foun- 
dations put out by the World. 

The erection of these exhibits at 
fairs has been done entirely by my- 
self, without the assistance of a dec- 
orator, and therefore has been very 
inexpensive. Those who have contrib- 
uted trimmings, pictures and litera- 
ture in addition to that furnished by 
our Extension Department are: Win- 
terthur Farms, Robertson Farms, 
York Sanitary Milk Company, Thatch- 
er Mfg. Company, Holstein-Friesian 
World, and several County Agents.

WILL GATHER STATISTICS 
REGARDING FUR FARMING 


Statistics on the fur-farming indus- 
try in this country are being collected 


in a systematic effort by the Biologi- 


cal Survey of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, in order to 
answer the letters constantly being 
received by the department asking 
where different kinds of fur-bearing 
animals are being farmed, with what 
success, at what prices they are sold, 
where breeding stock may be ob- 
tained, and numerous other questions 
of a similar character. 


The information needed concerns 
foxes of various species, skunks, 
raccoons, minks, muskrats, opossums, 
martens, squirrels, beavers, fishers, 
rabbits, and any other fur bearers 
which may be raised in captivity. 
The fur farmer is being asked by the 
Biological Survey to state the num- 
ber of breeding animals, both male 
and female, on his farm, the number 
of young he raised in 1924, the num- 
ber and average price of pelts sold, 
the number and average price of 
breeding animals sold, and the total 
number and value of his animals. 
Additional facts as to the approxi- 
mate value of fur farmers’ lands and 
equipment and the number of years 
they have been in business also are 
needed. 

‘The bureau desires to keep in touch 
with and to assist as far as possible 
the progress of fur farming in the 
United States, by gathering useful 
information., and to that end has sent 
a questionnaire on these subjects to 
all fur farmers on its lists. Any 
others who may be in position to 
supply the information desired may 
obtain from the Biological Survey a 
blank form to be filled out. 

The bureau makes it clear that in- 
dividual replies to this inquiry will be 


regarded as confidential if writers so 


desire, the whole survey being made 
for statistical purposes only. A list 
of American fur farmers will be com- 
piled. from the returns, as well as 
data of the kind constantly called for 
by those interested in the fur indus- 
try and its future. The object of the 
questionnaire is to enable the depart- 
ment to keep in touch with fur farm- 
ers so that it may assist as far as 
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possible in the development of the 
fur industry in this country. 





DR. WARREN PREDICTS 
TEN YEAR PRICE FALL 
Says High Gold Makes Low Goods 
Values, and High Taxes and Small 
Wages Are Due. 


Ithaca, N. Y., Feb. 10.—Dr:; G RP 
Warren said here today that during 
the next ten years or so the country 
will experience a period of falling 
prices. He said, “When gold is high 
prices are low, and vice versa; at 
present there is six times as much 
gold in this country as before the war. 
This will gradually sift back in the 
form of loans to those countries from 
whence it came due to the attractive 
high interest rates which they are 
willing to pay. 

“As this gold leaves our country its 
value will increase and prices wil] 
gradually drop. If this ‘guess’ js 
right, there are certain conditions oc. 
curring at the time of falling prices 
which we can expect during this pe. 
riod, such as high taxes and the lag. 


ging of wages behind lowering 
prices.” 
Of course there will be violent 


swings up and down, Dr. Warren con- 
tinued, but in general the down-hill 
trend is longer than the uphill. At 
resent we are having a period of in- 
flation and expansion of business, 
From past experiences this will prob- 
ably last from fifteen to twenty-four 
months; twenty months is the aver- 
age. It started in June of 1924 and 
will probably end some time next 
fall. 

This was the first of a series of 
three Farmers’ Week lectures on 
prices given by Dr. Warren, head of 
the farm management department 
here. As in years previous, this 
“common sense” lecturer spoke to a 
crowded auditorium.—New York 
State College of Agriculture.

A purebred Holstein owned by 
Makeda Farms of the Tomahawk As- 
sociation was the highest producer in 
Wisconsin during the month of De- 
cember. This cow produced 121.4 lbs. 
fat. The next highest figure for fat 
was 92 lbs., produced by a grade Hol- 
stein owned by Hartman Bros. of the 
Lodi Association. The highest herd 
average maintained during the month 
was in the herd of Wm. Meuschke of 
the West Bend Association, his herd 
of fourteen purebred Holsteins aver- 
aging 51.3 Ibs. fat, 1281 lbs. milk. 
The largest herd tested in December 
was that of J. D. MacDonald of the 
West Salem C. T. A. His herd con- 
sisted of thirty-three purebred Hol- 
steins and showed an average for the 
month of 40.8 Ibs. fat, 1185 lbs. milk. 
Holsteins, as usual, outnumbered all 
other breeds combined, there being 
ninety-seven associations led by Hol- 
steins, twenty-five by Guernseys, 
twelve by Jerseys, five by natives, two 
each by Brown Swiss and Shorthorns 
and one by a Durham. In the high 
herds, eighty-five of the associations 
were led by Holstein herds, thirty- 
two by Guernseys, eleven by mixed 
herds, seven by Jerseys, three by a 
Brown Swiss, two by Shorthorns, and 
one by an Ayrshire herd.

NEARLY HALF A MILLION 
BOARDER COWS IN N. Y. STATE 


More Than Usually Important This 
Year to Cull Out Low Producers, 
Says State College. 


Four hundred and sixty-two thou- 
sand New York state cows do not 
produce enough butterfat to pay their 
board bill, .says Professor H. A. 
Hooper of the State College of Agri- 
culture at Ithaca. Yet, he continues, 
they add enough to the total produc- 
tion of milk and cream to depress 


‘market prices on the product of the 


938,000 good cows in the state. 


According to Professor Hopper, 
there are 55 million more pounds of 
butterfat in storage now than a year 
ago, which causes the lower price in 
dairy products. Under such condi- 
tions it is even more than usually 
important on account of present high 
feed prices to cull out the low pro- 
ducers. Culling was never more 
necessary or needed worse than at 
the present time, says Professor 
Hopper. 

One-third of New York’s cows are 
not only failing to pay their own way, 
but are making it difficult for the 
other 938,000 cows to return a profit. 

The cow-testing associations now 
in operation in various parts of the 
state are doing valiant work in coping 
with this menace to the dairy indus- 
try, but what is needed is more of 
them and more men who are not 
afraid to beef the low producers. The 
scales and Babcock test for butter 
fat will weed out the poor cows, if 
their owners will see their duty and 
do it. and better rations and more 
home-grown feeds will increase the 
net earnings of the good ones.—N. Y. 
State College of Agriculture. 





DOES IT PAY? 


There is no more important prob- 
lem to be solved by the farmers and 
owners of dairy cattle in Virginia 
than that of how to increase the ave- 
rage production of the dairy herds in 
his state. From the 1920 census we 
find these facts: that Virginia ranks 
35th with all the states in the ave- 
rage production of her dairy cows. 

The cause of this is that the farm- 
ers in Virginia are too willing to get 
along the best they can with common 
cows. Another cause of this condition 
as shown by the census is that for 
every 64 dairy farms in Virginia there 
is only one purebred bull. That for 
every 226 dairy cows in Virginia 
there is only one purebred bull. Com- 
paring these figures with those of @ 
progressive dairy state such as Wis- 
consin, we find that in Wisconsin. 
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which ranks 9th in average produc- 
tion in all the states, there is one 
purebred bull for every 5 dairy farms 
and there are only 52 dairy cows for 
every purebred dairy bull. We also 
find that the average production of 
the dairy cow in that state is over 
4.000 Ibs. of milk yearly as compared 
with 2,500 Ibs. of milk average pro- 
duction per cow in Virginia. 

What then can be done to remedy 
this condition? There is but one so- 
lution for the farmers in Virginia and 
this is to use only good purebred dairy 
sires. The question then arises 
“Does it Pay?” and these figures will 
prove to you that it does. 


In a cow testing association herd 
in Virginia, which five years ago had 
only common grade cows with an 
average producton of 6400 lbs. of milk 
and 249 lbs. butterfat, by the use of 
a good purebred dairy sire the first 
five daughters of these cows to 
freshen showed an average production 
of 10,327 Ibs. of milk and 417 Ibs. of 
putterfat. An increase in production 
of the daughters over the dams of 
nearly 4,000 lbs. of milk and 168 Ibs. 
of butterfat was made. This increase 
was 62% for milk and 67% for butter- 
fat. The increase in production, due 
to the use of this one good sire, was 
equal to more than the average pro- 
duction of the common cow in Vir- 
ginia. Ask yourself this question: 
‘Does it pay to use good purebred 
dairy sires” ?—Dairy Dept. V. P. I.
